for dividing $18.4 million instead of 
the $20.2 recommended by the 
council. 


Included in the total would be 


$850.000 for the Arkansas Chil* 
dren's Colony at Coway, which 
was left out of the council rec- 
ommendations. 


The Joint Budget Committee 


has recommended $400,000 for the 
colony but bills now pending in 
the legislature would allocate be- 
tween $1.3 million and $1.4 million 
to the facility.

The Question 
Is: Just How 
Tough Is JFK 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


seven months in office there is 
still a major unknown about Pres- 
ident Kennedy: Just how tough 
is he?. 


Headaches piled up on him aft- 


er he became president, forcing 
him to look and operate in 10 dif- 
ferent directions at once. But this 
is how he's been: 


1. With Congress—Mild and not 
1 


tough-talking 
at 
all, although 


three of his most important pro- 
grams were slaughtered. 


Question: Is this how he'll deal 


with Congress the next three 
years? 


2. In foreign affairs—Generally 


restrained but Cough-talking with 
the Soviets when they pushed him 
into it on Berlin. There's a dif- 
ference between tough talk and 
tough action. 


Question: How tough-will he be 


in a showdown? Judging from the 
way the Soviets have been prob- 
ing and testing him, they want 
to know the answer to. 


At home two things may have 


been a psychological handicap to 
him, giving him (he feeling 
he 


didn't have a so-called mandate 
to get rough with Congress: 


1. The narrow margin by which 


he squeaked through in the I960 
election. 


2. While his Democrats outnum- 


ber Republicans (55-35 in the Sen- 
ate and 263-174 in the House, the 
margin is thinner than it looks. 


Any time the Southern Demo- 


crats in either house get mad at 
him, they can team up with Re- 
publicans to frustrate him. 


This — fear of angering the 


Southerners—may explain why he 
failed to make good on his cam- 
paign promise to hand Congress 
civil rights bills very early in 
1961. 


To get what' he wanted from 


Congress he has used reason, per- 
suasion and White House pres- 
sure. He has aides who specialize 
in working on Congress. 


So he has operated with Con- 


gress strictly as a politician deal- 
ing with politicians. Congress re- 
sponded by putting through for 
him a number of programs he 
asked for. In large measure they 
were noncontroversial. 


But on the highly controversial 


ones—like medical care for the 
aged, foreign aid, federal aid to 
iducation—he got sunk. 
The medical care bill seems 


completely dead for this year. 
Any aid to education he gets will 
be a drastically sawetl-off version 
of what he said he wanted. Al- 
most certainly any foreign bill 
Finally passed will provide much 
less than he said is needed. 


If Kennedy operates the next 


three years as he did in his first 
one—particularly in not carrying 
his case to the people—the record 
probably will not be impressive. 


All this raises an old question: 


Should a president, not backed up 
by overwhelming majorities in 
Congress, try to play it soft and 
compromise or should he assert 
a vigorous, tough, outspoken lead- 
ership to get what he wants in 
full? 


_ Kennedy got off to a bad start 
in foreign affairs by approving the 
anti-Castro invasion, by Cuban ex- 
iles, which fell flat on its face. 
The invasion was poorly thought 
out, was unsupported and never 
should have been permitted un- 
less the United States meant bus- 
iness all the way. 


This embarrassed Kennedy, and 


may have shaken his self-confi- 
dence a bit, undoubtedly made 
lim cautious about any other di- 
rect action he might want to take 
anywhere. But he accepted full 
responsibility for the decision. 


He knew he faced a showdown 


on Berlin, of some kind. Premier 
Khrushchev threatened that be- 
fore Kennedy was even a presi- 
dential candidate. Khrushchev he- 
came increasingly belligerent, be- 
gan pushing his luck. 
' 


Under the circumstances—since 


direct action might have meant 
war—Kennedy did the best he 
could: He talked tough to Khrush- 
chev and about Berlin.

TO CUT THE CONFED- 


ERACY off from the sea and 
provide facilities for Federal 
ships blockading the South 
Atlantic coast, the Union 
directed its first naval strik- 
ing f o r c e against Forts 
Clark and Hatteras, which 
had been built to defend the 
Hatteras Inlet to the North 
Carolina sounds.
